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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): the objection to the drawings, the objections to the 
specification, the 35 USC 112 First Paragraph rejection. 

Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument regarding claim 1 is not 
persuasive. Dunlop teaches every aspect of the invention except a shield between the rotor and the stator. Futter, Clearly and Literally 
teaches the shield 44 provides safe and reliable high speed operation (col. 2, line 20) where the shield prevents the magnet from being 
caught between the rotor and stator which could halt or damage the machine. Applicant's arguments regarding Dunlop (and/or Dunlop 
and Vaerenbergh) are not persuasive. Dunlop teaches the magnet can be VACODYM 400. Vaerenbergh is only provide to shown the 
remanence (1.05-1.15) of the magnet disclosed in Dunlop, therefore Dunlop can stand alone as reference, because Vaerenbergh only 
shows what is inherent in Dunlop. Applicant's argument regarding the dimension of motor are not persuasive regarding claim 1 , because 
the dimensions are not claimed. Applicant's arguments regarding the dimension of the motor are not persuasive. Regardless of the size 
of the motor, all permanent magnet motors suffer from the magnets being dislodged by centrifugal forces or broken pieces of the magnet 
damaging the motor. Futter show a known means to solve this problem and provides literal motivation to combine with Dunlop as 
discussed above.. 
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
